This letter is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to U.S. 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE), dated February 15, 2019. You have requested 
copies of the following records: 

all records pertaining to Gerardo Vasquez Negrete, DOB: COB: 

Mexico (please see request for specific details) 

ICE has considered your request under the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552. 

A search of the ICE Office of Enforcement and Removal Operations (ERO) for records 
responsive to your request produced 7 pages that are responsive to your request. After review of 
those documents, I have determined that 0 pages will be released in their entirety. Portions of 7 
pages will be withheld pursuant to Exemptions (b)(6), (b)(7)(C), and (b)(7)(E) of the FOIA as 
described below. 

ICE has applied Exemptions (b)(6) and (b)(7)(C) to protect from disclosure names and 
identification numbers of law enforcement personnel. 

FOIA Exemption 6 exempts from disclosure personnel or medical files and similar files the 
release of which would cause a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. This requires a 
balancing of the public’s right to disclosure against the individual’s right privacy. The types of 
documents and/or information that we have withheld may consist of social security numbers, 
home addresses, dates of birth, or various other documents and/or information belonging to a 
third party that are considered personal. The privacy interests of the individuals in the records 
you have requested outweigh any minimal public interest in disclosure of the information. Any 
private interest you may have in that infonnation does not factor into the aforementioned 
balancing test.

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FOIA Exemption 7(C) protects records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes 
that could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 

This exemption takes particular note of the strong interests of individuals, whether they are 
suspects, witnesses, or investigators, in not being unwarrantably associated with alleged criminal 
activity. That interest extends to persons who are not only the subjects of the investigation, but 
those who may have their privacy invaded by having their identities and information about them 
revealed in connection with an investigation. Based upon the traditional recognition of strong 
privacy interest in law enforcement records, categorical withholding of information that 
identifies third parties in law enforcement records is ordinarily appropriate. As such, I have 
detennined that the privacy interest in the identities of individuals in the records you have 
requested clearly outweigh any minimal public interest in disclosure of the information. Please 
note that any private interest you may have in that information does not factor into this 
detennination. 

ICE has applied Exemption (b)(7)(E) to protect from disclosure of event number, ICE searchable 
databases and ICE URL addresses. 

Exemption 7(E) protects records compiled for law enforcement purposes, the release of which 
would disclose techniques and/or procedures for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions, 
or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such 
disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law. I detennined that 
disclosure of law enforcement systems checks could reasonably be expected to risk 
circumvention of the law. Additionally, the techniques and procedures at issue are not well 
known to the public. 

You have a right to appeal the above withholding determination. Should you wish to do so, you 
must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 90 days of the date of this letter following 
the procedures outlined in the DHS FOIA regulations at 6 C.F.R. Part 5 § 5.8, to:

The subject also read the form in the English language, 
ubject VAZQUEZ NEGRETE, Gerardo born on May 23, 1982, stated that he understood his rights and that he was willing to answer any 
uestions regarding his application for admission into the United States. 

WORN STATEMENT: 

sworn statement was taken from the subject by CBPO (b)(6);(b)(7)(C) to which she affirmed his aforementioned request for asylum in the 
nited States. The subject claimed that he could not return to his native country of Mexico. He admitted that he did not have 
ocumentation that would allow him to legally enter and stay in the United States, which is why he is requesting Asylum.

s per CBP Database Queries, the subject has derogatory immigration history and illegal apprehensions. 

ECORDS CHECKS: 

s per CBP Database Queries, subject does have a criminal history and other derogatory information was found in CBP databases. 
OTIVATION/INTENT TODAY: 

ubject claims he is trying to get away from the Mexican Cartels, there for he is seeking asylum in the United States. 

ERRORIST LINKS: 

he subject was interviewed and record checks completed. No links to terrorism or travel to countries linked to terrorism or gang affiliation 
ould be established. 

REDIBLE FEAR STATEMENT: 

ubject was questioned using CBP form I-867B (Record of Sworn Statement) as to his fear of being returned to his native country or the 
ountry he just departed (Mexico), and the subject made a statement that he had fear to return to his native country. 

EALTH CONDITION: 

ubject claims to be in good health and but he is taking medication. Subject did not request any medical attention while in detention just 
he opportunity to be taking his medication which were given to him upon his request for his anxiety illness. EMT were called due to subject 
roviding contradictory information on dosage of his medication, vitals were checked and dosage clarified to 3 times a day by EMT. Subject 
as provided with food, water, and was allowed to use the restroom while he was detained. SIGMA custody log was updated while he was 
in CBP custody.
